Springfield Looks for Trouble. 


Aside from the public statements from the 


federal leaders, of which the foregoing by 
Cullom and Rodenberg were given out as

Governor Successful So Par. 

Thus far the governor's program has pro- 
ceeded without a misstep. The Cook county 
republican central committee met in the 
afternoon and, without opposition from Con- 


‘gressman Lorimer or the federal elements 
in the organization, voted to rescind the call 


for the primaries April 28. 

The state committee meets this morning 
in Springfield, and similar action annulling 
the call for the state convention May 14 
will be taken without opposition, according 
to forecasts. This clears the deck for ac- 
tion, so far as the republicans are concerned 
in Chicago and so far as the state ticket is 
involved. 

It remains to be seen whether or not the 
county organizations will follow suit and act 
in accordance with the resolution which the 
state committee will pass asking that all 
county, senatorial, and congressional calis 
be annulled. 


. Yates Halts His Campaigning. 

Richard Yates has stopped hie campaign- 
ing. He made his speech in the evening in 
the Eighth ward, but has canceled the date 
for tonight in Congressman Lorimet’s ward, 
returning to Springfield after his Eighth ward 
speech. His reappearance in Chicago will 
be determined by the action of the legis- 
lature. 

He announced that the meeting in Mr. 
Lorimer’s ward had not been advertised gen- 
erally and that he would discontinue his 
Chicago campaigning until a new date had 
been fixed for the primaries. 


Democrats Want Assembly Action. 

The democratic organization, state and lo- 
cal, has reached an agreement to do nothing 
until the legislature has indicated what its 
probable. action will be. The democratic 
members of the legislature are prepared to in- 
troduce the direct primary bill, which was 
presented as the democratic substitute for the 
republican measure in the last legislature. 

This will be Gone, according to democratic 
representatives, merely to maintain the 
record.“ Having thus proclaimed them- 
selves in favor of direct primaries, the demo- 
crate will take a hand im the republican 
proposition. 

Democrats controlled by the democratic 
state organization are expected to line up 
with the federal republicans, whenever the 
latter attempt to block the administrative 


plans, if obstructionist tactics be decided.

The organization of both houses will be that 
ot the last legislature.

Several members of the legisla ture have 
disqualified themselves from sitting in the 
general assembly since the last session. Sen- 
ator Leon Townsend has been appointed 
United States marshal for the United States 
District court at Danville. Representative 
W. E. Trautmann has been appointed United 
States district attorney for the same court. 
They are disqualified, if the question shou.u 
be raised. Representatives Bush, Backus, 
and Cherry and Senator Berry have been 
made bank receivers, but it is said that their 
“qualifications will not be questioned. 

Gov. Deneen said that he did not believe the 
qualifications of any member of the legisia- 
ture, even those of Trautmann and Town- 
send, would be challenged. Trautmann has 
reported that he will be present at the session, 
presumably in his representative capacity.

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At Meeting Tomorrow Voliva 
Will Tell All the Charges 
MISUSEOF SUM OF $2,529,000 


Teaching of Polygamy and An- 
other More Serious Accusa- 
tion Coming. 


An outline of the line of procedure to be 
followed at the Sunday “exposure” as- 
semblage in Zion City was given last night at 
the meeting of the officers aligned against the 
erstwhile prophet, John Alexander Dowie. 
The meeting was held in the University bulld- 
ing in City. 

At the meeting there also was a general 
résumé of the financial situation—of the total 
amount alleged to have been misappropriated 
and -squandered by Dowie. The estimate 
placed on this by General Overseer Voliva 


was $2,529,000. | 

Following this declaration, which astound- 
ed all those present, Voliva called upon the 
300 Officers of the church to sign a written 
statement upholding him in the fight against 
the “ first apostie.” 

Not one protested against adding his signa- 
ture to the document and, on Sunday, each 
member of the community will be asked to 
swear allegiance in the same way to Voliva, 
giving him absolute and incontrovertible au- 
thority over Zion's affairs. 


Summary. of Misappropriations. 

Voltva's summary of Dowie's misappropria- 
tions revealed the startling fact that out of 
$608,400 subscribed: for the Bank of Zion only 
$400,000 had ever been used for that pur- 
pose. In the same way only $220,000 out of 
$257,000 had been used for the building of 
manufacturing piants. The total amount 
subscribed for Zion's industries was $3,573, - 
430. For transportation $53,040 bad been 
subscribed, $116,000 for the printing and 
publishing house, $80,721 for the fresh food 
industry, and $66,000 for the general store. 

The new commander-in-chief of Zion sur- 
prised the officers of the church by a genera! 
attack on all three members of the Dowle 
family for extravagance. He declared that 
$150,000 had been squandered on Ben Mac- 
Dhui, Dowie's Michigan estate, and he called 
upon Mrs. Dowie, if she were sincere in her 
declaratio to sell the property and turn 
the proc into the church treasury. He 
also declared that she should sell all her 
jewelry, including @ “$1,000 bracelet given 
her by her husband. 5 

Volivea was severe in his arraignment of 
such extravagances. He asserted that the 
bills of Ben MacDhui are unpaid, that the 
new robes of the first apostle costing at 
least $1,000 had not been paid for, and that 
some of the church regalia had not been 
paid for. 


$50 Bills Given as Souvenirs. 

He declared that Dowie, while in Australia, 
had given away $10, $20, and $50 bills as 
souvenirs. Large gifte which he had dis- 
tributed were as follows: 


Overseer Voliva closed the meeting with a 
statement that he hopes to reconcile Dowie 
to the present situation of financial affairs 
m Zion. He will be asked to confer with the 
officers of the church and submit to the ar- 
rangements that have been made in his ab- 
sence. Action will be deferred until his 
answer is given, On the questions of eccliesi- 
astical offenses a different method will de 
followed. Upon the charges of polygamous 
teaching and immorality, Voltva said, Dowie 
will be tried by a council of overseers with- 
out publicity. 


Another Graver Charge. 


Another charge, more weighty and more 
shocking than thoge of misappropriation of 
funds and of secret teachings of polygamy, 
ig held over the head of Dowie. 

Strict silen¢e concerning this accusation 
has been demanded by General Overseer 
Voliva until Sunday afternoon service, when, 
pursuant to the threats uttered in the effort 
to compel the first apostle to submit to his 
removal the whole fabric of the charges will 
be laid bare before the great congregation in 
Shiloh tabernacle, i 

They will be laid before the public just at 
the time’ Dowie will come within the range of 
the publicity of the press. By this weapon 
the Zion council will show to its former 
leader the exact nature of the revelations 
with which they threaten him, and hope to 
impress upon him the consequences of resiat- 
ance. Women, it is said, again are the sub- 
ject of the complaints, but every overseer 
and deason in the community, while admit- 
ting that the additional charges will be made 
tomorrow, will state nothing further than 
that they are more serious than any so fur 
mentioned publicly.

Preaches for Dowie; Arrested. 


One partisan ef Dowie, E. L. Braun, fore- 
man of the engraving department of the pub- 
lishing house, began to preach for the first 
apostle in the streets during the day and 
was stopped by the police, who declared that 
he was insane. 

After the regular weekly meeting of the 
church officers in the evening it was stated 
that the course of action to be pursued when 
Dowie returns had been narrowed down to 
a choice of three alternatives, and that the 
papers for each of them are fully prepared 
and ready for filing at a moment's notice. 

The plan of arresting bim, it was said, has 
been set aside, and three moves are left open. 
The first of these is to try to have him ad- 
judged insane, with a consequent petition 
for the appointment of a conservator for his 
estate. The second is a petition ot involun- 
tary bankruptcy to be brought against him 
by outside creditors, and, the third, a petition 
of voluntary bankruptcy to be filed by stock- 
holders in the industries of Zion. 

The first of these plans is held as the most 
probable course of action, as it will take 
effect more speedily than either of the others 
and will permit of forcible detention if nec- 
essary. Gladstone Dowie, in speaking of 
the grounds for a complaint of insanity de- 
clared that they are numerous.

LONDON, April 6.—lLord Curzon, in ad- 
dressing the Pilgrim club here tonight, de- 
clared it the mission of the Anglo-Saxon race 
to rule empires. The keynote of his address 


Was: 

Wherever unknown lands exist, wherever 
peoples are in a state of barbarism, wherever 
a new civilization can be implanted or super- 
imposed on an old civilization, wherever, in 
fact, progress and enlightenment is possible, 
there is the field for the Anglo-Saxon race.“ 

After a humorous opening, in which he de- 
scribed the best pilgrimage of his life as the 
one he made across the Atlantic to persuade 
one fatr American pilgrim to continue her 
life pilgrimage in his company, he remarked 
that there is less than an a@ecidenta!l con- 
nection between America and India. 

Recalling that Columbus’ discovery re- 
sulted from his searching for the supposed 
eastern extremity of India, with the tesult- 
ant solecisms, West Indies and North Ameri- 
can Indians, he sald America could be de- 
scribed as a sort of historical and geograph- 
ical afterthought of India. 


America’s New Experiment. 
Great Britain, he said, had been 
for 150 years in the same experiment America 
is now undertaking in another part of the 
continent... He thought, despite the 
e differences between the constitutions of 
America and India, that there is a greater 
similarity between the offices of president of 
the United States and viceroy of India than 
between the offices of aby other two great 
functionaries in the world. ~ 
Having pointed out the resemblances, Lord 
Curzon said he was not gure the viceroy did 
not exercise even greater influence than the 
president, he having cornmitted to his tem- 
porary charge 300,000,000 persons of various 
races, languages, and religions. It was a 
stupendous problem for daily solution, in- 
volving an infinite mystery of the future. 


Asia the Dome of Empire. 

To realise to what extent Great Britain 
is an Asiatic empire, Lord Curzon said, it 
should be recalled that three of every four 
subjects of the king-emperor Are in india. 
He imagined the imoerial fabric to be one 
in which the colonies were the pillars, but 
in which, high above all, rested the vaat- 
ness of the Asiatic dome 

Lord Curzon spoke enthusiastically of the 
service in India, Nobody who was concerned 
in that service, he said, abandoned it wi._-- ut 
regret, although when ne returned home 
nobody seemed to know what he had been 
doing. His administration had been dubbed 


by a certain member of parliament as one of. 
‘pomp and pageantry. There was pomp a 
try at the coronation durbar, he said, 


and he thanked heaven that there was one 
part of the empire where things were not 30 
drab and colorless as in grimy, unimaginative 
England. But there was no pomp or pagean- 
try in India’s dally life, which involved work 
ing nights as well as days.

AGREEMENT WITH AUSTRIA ENDS 
BITTER QUARREL. 


New Parliament to Be Elected at Once 
ron to Be Given Reeruits fer 
the Army—Budget Will Be Voeted 
and Commercial Agreement Agreed 
Upen+Setilement Comes Just in 
Time to Prevent a Heignu of Abso- 
lutism. 


VIENNA, April 6.—After fourteen months 
of controversy, always of an acute and often 
of a bitter nature, between the throne and 
the coalition parties, the Hungarian crisis 
ffnally has been settled by a compromise; 

The news of peace is réceived with re- 
joicing in both halves of the monarchy, every 
one being heartily tired of the struggle, 
which had had such a disastrous effect on 
the financial and economic situation in Hun- 
gary. 

The compromise, which came unexpectedly, 
was chiefly due to the efforts of the coalition, 
who feared at the last moment the advent 
of a period of absolutism which was inevitable 
if the elections were not held before April ¥, 
as prescribed by the constitution. The 
Fejervary cabinet welcomed the overtures 
of the coalition and thus an agreement was 
speedily reached. Hungary can now return 
to her normal political existence. 


Means Union Until 1917. 

# he elections will be held within the proper 
time and parliamentary government reés- 
tablished; the crown will get the recruits 
wanted for the army, funds for military 
service will be voted, and the customs tariff 
and commercial treaties will be ratified by 
the Hungarian parliament. The commercial 
union with Austria is assured until 1917. 

Francis Kossuth, the coalition leader, today 
declared himself satisfied. He said the result 
was not a victory for either party.

The government guarantees 
to pass the budget of 1906-1006 and also the 
recruiting, military and investment bills, and 
international commercial treaties and to 
maintain the status quo between Austria and 
Hungary. 

The new parliament will. be asked to passa 
bill adopting universal suffrage and will then 
be dissolved, allowing the election of a new 
parliament under the universal suffrage sys- 
tem to deal with the military demands and 
rights of the crown under the constitution, 
The government, after the universal suffrage 
election, will be formed in conformity with 
the desires of the majority of the lament.

TRAGIG AGT IN DUAL, LIFE! 


WOMAN. Tuts OF SHAME FOR 
LOVE OF DAUGHTER. 


Mra. Lissie Walter Recites Chapter of 
Domestic Career While in Court 
That Causes Former Husband to 
Sob and Child to Faint—Girl Kept 
im School at All Hazards Follew- 
ing Failure of Mother to Receive 
Funds from Relatives. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 6.—[Special.]—In court 
this afternoon Mrs. Lizzie Lambert Walters 
declared that for the love of her daughter, 
now 14 years old, so she might obtain a good 
education, she had lived a life of shame. 

Ruth, the daughter, was present when the 
confession was made. It was more than a 
minute before she seemed to realize fully 
what her mother’s statement meant; then, 
with a piercing shriek, she tried to reach her 
mother’s side, but before she could do so she 
fell unconscious. She was carried into an 
ante-room, where a physician worked with 
her several hours before he could restore her 
to consciousness. 

While this tragedy was being enacted the 
husband of the woman and father of the 
child sat with bowed head. The confession 
wae made at a hearing of the habeas corpus 
proceedings of William J. Walters of Port- 
land, Ore., against Lizzie Lambert Walters 
of this city. 

Father Former Chicagoan. 

The couple were married at Johnstown, 
Pa., Dec, 19, 1800, and came to this city, 
where two children, a boy and a girl, were 
born. Then they separated, Walters going 
to Chicago and afterward to Portiand. He 
is a mining engineer and prospered there 
until today, according to his testimony, he is 
worth at least $150,000 and is general man- 
ager of the Western Smelting and Mining 
company. He declares his son died of neg- 
lect, but he admitted he never had contrib- 
uted to the support of either of the children. 

Walters some time ago obtained a divorce 
from his wife, and then, learning the life 
she wae leading, brought euit for the custody 
of his daughter. 

It was expected the mother would attempt 
to’ deny leading a dual life—one that of a 
fond mother, the other that of a woman of 
the town. But she only said: 

What I am, I am for my daughter's sake. 
That she might be educated and be properly 
clothed I have sold my body and my very 
soul. I could die happy with the thought of 
doing 80, for O, I love her so. But I-want to 
tell you, Judge, that if you take her from 
me and give her to her father I will kill 
both of us and him, for I cannot live without 


my Mttle girl.“ 


Tells Story in Spite of Lawyers. 

She had continued her narrative to this point 
despite the efforts of attorneys to interrupt 
her. Then came the piercing cry of the child, 
who a moment later fell unconscious. 

Ruth Walters is a student at the fashiona- 
ble Ursuline academy of this city and has had 
everything she wished for. She is one of the 
best dressed students. Her mother, who lives 
on Craft avenue, was supposed to receive 
money from wealthy relatives. 

According to the story of Mrs. Walters, her 

supply of money became exhausted a year 
ago last November, In order to continue 

her deughter’s education she started on her 
15 of shame. 

Mrs. Walters is a handsome woman, about 
82 years old. She was dressed entirely in 
black. Her former husband, who is twice 
as old as she, sobbed convulsively as she 


told her story.

Building Commissioner Pussled. How 
to Enforce Law Without a Scandal 
County Board President Sees No | 
Need of the Improvement, and Mr. 
Whitman Thinks Up Substitutes 
That He and His Assistant Quickly 
Reject. 


Another flagrant violator of the city builld- 
ing ordinance—not the city hall—was dis- 
covered yesterday by Commissioner Peter 
Bartzen. Mr. Bartsen spent several ‘hours 
studying the city code after he had made 
his discovery, but he could not figure out a 
way to reconcile the conflicting interests in- 
volved, The building is the county jall. it 
has no fire escapes. 

The commissioner found plenty of author- 
ity in the city ordinances to close a lodging 
house at 290-308 Clark street during the 
afternoon. The 300 lodgers were cast out 
into the world, and there did not appear to 
be any scandal about it. But somehow Mr. 
Bartzen's advisers thought there might be If 
the jail was shut up and emptied. 


Brundage Quickly Protests.

He protested: right at the start, saying there 
was no monay available excepting the $5,000, - 
000 or so raised to erect the new courthouse 
and he did not see how any of it could be 
spared for the escapes.

Plan Has No Opposition. 

When the Cook county republican execu- 
tive committee met in the afternoon to con- 
sider the request of Chairman James Red- 
dick that the order for the primary and con- 
vention call be revoked, there was no sign 
of opposition to the plan. Congressman Will 
iam Lorimer was the committeeman to point 
out the manifest advantages of rescind- 
ing the call, and after that it was merely a 
matter of formalities, — 

Practically the only discussion of the sub- 
ject took place before the committee was 
called to order, and even then only one pro- 
test against calling every thing off was heard. 
That came from John A, Cooke, who an- 
nounced his belief that the new primary law 
was “all boch,“ and that the old one was 
plenty good enough for any candidate. 

What's the use?!“ asked Mr. Cooke, 
Let's go ahead with the old one.“ 

There was some discussion as to the re- 
quirements for the passage of an, emergency 
act by an extraordinary session,’ Postmaster 
Fred Busse proclaimed the theory that the 
emergency rule of two-thirds for passage did 
not apply to an extraordinary session. This, 
per se, contended Mr. Busse, represented an 
emergency and a majority vote was al) that 
would be required to enact laws by such 3 
session. 


Mamer’s “Legal Research” Fails. 


Chris Mamer was sent to find the law and 

ascertain the value of Mr. Busse’s theory; 
not that the committee considered it. obliga- 
tory to pass on the question, but because the 
committeemeh desired to know. Mr. Mamer 
“fell down” in his legal research and the 
question was passed up to the legislature 
to determine for itself. 
* Congreseman -Lorimer. explained the rea- 
sons why it seemed necessary to postpone 
all primary action until the legislature has 
attempted the framing of a new law. 

It would be possible to proceed under the 
old one, he said, but the candidacy of the 
men nominated under this law might be 
clouded by the fact that a new law has been 
passed meanwhile. There is nothing much 
to gain by going ahead and there might be 
considerable to lose.“ 

By a formal vote the committee recinded 
Its action and ordered that the call for the 
primaries and conventions be not issued. 
Secretary Magerstadt was authorized to in- 
form John A. Wheeler, secretary of the re- 
publican state committee, that this action 
had been taken by the Cook county organiza- 


tion. 
Democrats Take No Action. 

While the republicans thus were adjusting 
themselves to the new conditions the demo- 
crats decided to do nothing whatever. They 
still are up in the air” and are looking 
about for a convenient place at which to 
alight. 

A subcommittee from the democratic com- 
mittee, consisting of Secretary Frank Solon, 
William McConnell, and Ald. Scully, had a 
conference with Judge Carter and Attorney 
Wheelock of the election board in an effort to 
ascertain their wherex®outs. They were only 
partly successful, and they returned to the 
county committee with several mistaken 
ideas and one or two ambiguous beliefs. 

Inasmuch as the investigating committee 
was not able to give the county committee 
its bearings, the latter decided to handle the 
situation by doing nothing. The subcommit- 
tee on investigation was authorized to con- 
tinue its existence and to keep a weather 
eye on the political horizon, with orders to 
report immediately if anything tangible 
should be seen approaching. 

There is no neceésity for immediate ac- 
tion,” said Mr. Solon. We can afford to 
wait awhile and see how things start off at 
Springfield. There will be plenty ot time for 
us to act when we find out what prospects 
there are for the passage of a new law.“ 


Meeting Is Called Off. 

It was the intention of Charles Boeschen- 
stein, the democratic state chairman, too call 
a meeting of the democratic state commit- 
tee to meet at Springfield’ on Monday and 
take action if any were found to be needed. 
This intention had been announced from 
Edwardsville, Mr. Boeschenstein’s home. 

It was reconsidered after Roger Sullivan 
had reached the state chairman by tele- 
phone and asked him why he thought a 
meeting of the state committee was re- 
quired at this particular time. Mr. Sullivan 

said he did not wish to appear unduly curi- 
ous, but at the same time he would like to 
know why Mr. Boeschenstein thought it 
necessary to hold a meeting of the demo- 
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cratic state committee simply because a pri- 
mary law had been knocked out and because 
the republicans seemed to be hustling to- 
gether in meetings for that reason. 


Mr. Boeschenstein said it occurred to him 


that, considering the circumstances, it would 
be proper for the democratic committee to 
meet and have a friendly chat on the sub- 


ject. Mr. Sullivan said it was getting near 


time for the downstate farmers to be busy 
in the fields, and that it looked like a hard- 
ship to ask anyone to make a trip to Spring- 
field at this particular time. 


Policy Is to “Lie Low.” 


The democratic organization polity is to 
He low for the present and watch develop- 
ments. Mr. Sullivan and his friends would 
like to proceed forthwith. under the old order 
of things and hold their state convention 
May 11 as was planned originally. 

At the same time they fear that the legis- 
lature may adopt some act, which would 
make it necessary to hold the primaries an4 
conventions all over again. They do not 
desire to be put to this extremity, and, there- 
fore, have adopted the policy of doing noth- 
ing for the present. 

e question whether the legislature by 
any acts of a session yet to be held can nullify 
the action of political bodies taken under 
a law now in force has been raised already. 
Attorneys have informed the democrats that 
it will be within the power of the legislature 
to pass an emergency. act? effective at ones 
and applicable to all parties and all candi- 
dates whether they already have been nomi- 
nated or not. 


Has One Positive Proposition. 

Although the democratic organization is 
posing as a merely negative body at present, 
tt has one positive proposition to advance, 
and this concerns the judicial nominations 
for the election in June. ‘There is plenty of 
time for nominations for the November elec- 
tions, but in two months a judge of the Su- 
preme court from the Seventh district must 
be elected and the vacancy in the Circuit 
court caused by the death of Judge Tuley 
must be filled. These nominations must be 
made without delay. 

The democrats suggest that the legislature 
proceed at once to enact a law permitting 
nominations for these places to be made or 
delegates to conventions to make the nomina+ 
tions be chosen by the county committees, in 
the case of the Circuit court vacancy, and 
by the ‘Supreme court. district committees 
in the other case. 

It is suggested that the framing of such a 
law be left to such republicans as Repre- 
sentative Rinaker gnd Senator Campbell and 
to such cemocrats as Representative Me- 
Kinley and Senator Rainey, the law, as 
proposed, to be effective at once and to be 
operative for this one occasion, céasing to 
have effect as soon as.the nominations for 
these two judicial places have been made. 

This is one of several suggestions advanced 
for the handling of the problem raised by the 
judicial election: Judge Carter has sug- 
gested that the names of candidates can go 
on the ballot as “ republican by petition,” 
“ democratic by petition,” etc. 


Socialists Are Indifferent.

Among women workers domestic service 
seems to be more conducive to tuberculosis 
than any other employment,“ said Dr. Alice 
Perhaps it is be- 
cause the servant is usually lodged in tne 
most insafitary room in the house, has long 
and irregular houra, and is frequently kept 
from fresh air. 

Among men the dust producing trades are 
the worst—especially when the dust pro- 
duced is irritating. The marble and stone 
cutters head the Hst, with 641 deaths from 
tuberculosis out of every 100,000 workers last 
year. 


Poverty a Cause of Phthisis.

The Supreme court has held the general 
primary law passed by the last legislature 
to be unconstitutional, and the governor has 
promptly called an extra session of the 
legislature for Tuesday next to enact a new 
law.

Treated as 
a near and dear relative by the reigning 
house of Romanoff, he was quietly given to 
understand at St. Petersburg that any po- 
litical activity on his part in France would 
be distasteful to the Russian government and 
might affect his advancement in the Musco- 
vite army, as well as his position at court. 
On this account his visits to Paris were al- 
ways most brief, and his behavior there mos: 
discreet and circumspect. Now, however. 
the czar gives him leave to go and live in 
France for a year, at the same time allow- 
ing him to retain his rank as Russian general. 
so that it would be exceedingly awkward for 
the French authorities to

could net accord to Prince Louls 
this freedom of action at a more untimely 
moment from a French republican point of 
view, for just at present the country is 
wrought up from one end to the other over 
the conflict between church and state, and 
owing to the ruthlessness with which the 
new church laws are being applied by indis- 
creet agents, and to the advan which is 
being taken thereof by all the foes of the 
existing administration, people of every class 
of society are exercised over what they now 
believe to be k& determination on the part of 
the state to despoil their church and to in- 
terfere with their religious freedom and 
liberty of worship.

“If Prince Louis landed at Marseilles to- 
day, walked into the nearest barrack yard. 
and exclaimed: ‘I am Gen. Bonaparte of 
the Russjan army. I hold a commission 
from the sar. Now shoot me if you like,’ 
there are few Soldiers or Officers in the 
French army who would not ery Vive em- 
pereur!’ and place their services at his dis- 
posal for better or for worse. Our govern- 
ment—in fact, all responsible people in 
France—know this perfectly well.“ 

Such was the startling admission made not 
long ago by one of the lead republican 
statesmen of France, a man © has held 
high office in the past and who ig likely in 
the natural order of things to hold it again. 
True, he did not make these remarks for pub- 
lication, but that only renders them the more 
worthy of attention. And then the®states- 
man went on to say: 

“You see, he has so many things in his 
favor. The mighty name, the Russian con- 
néction, which in spite of all that is past is 
still a great spell for the masses, and, above 
all, the cold, masterful personality of the 
true dictator,” *

Personality is everything in France. The 
prince’s coldness and reserve and his entire 
absence of cordiality have had the effect of 
strengthening his position as the coming man 
in France. Deputation after deputation has 
called upon Prince Louis, not only during 
his brief annual visita to Paris but even at 
St. Petersburg, for the purpose of professing 
allegiance towards him, as well as readiness 
to serve him, and to ask for his orders and 
directions. To all, at any rate until quite 
recently, he has turned a deaf ear, declaring 
My brother is there. I am nothing.“ Yet 
this coldness, this complete absence of cor- 
diality, far from irritating his ‘visitors or 
discouraging them, has seemed, on the con- 
trary, to impress them profoundly, and tliey 
all take their departure using the same 
En voila un homme. be

Prince Victor Napoleon is far from being as 
impressive a personality as his younger. 
brother, and it is generally understood that 
he would long ago have waived his mon- 
archical pretensions in favor of his brother, 
to whom he is much attached, had it not been 
for the fact that such a step on his part would 
have had the effect of at once rendering the 
law of exile against the pretenders operative 
against Louis. Victor, too, by the bye, has the 
good sense to keep his mouth closed, atid the 
French, being a garrulous nation, are always 
much more impressed ‘by silence and reserve, 
no matter how golden. When he does deliver 
himself of any utterance it is usually a clever 
one, and his brief announcement some time 
ago in a letter to the mayor of Ajaccio that 
if the Bonaparte dynasty was ever restored to 
the throne of France it would give office to 
capable republicans as well as to imperialists 
has had the effect of making many friends for 
the Bonapartist cause. 

That Prince Louis will ever gucceed in 
bringing about a restoration of the Drench 
empire in favor of his dynasty is doubtful, 
for the republic, which has been in existence 
for thirty-six years, is strongly establianed in 
power.

Will Build $1,000,000 Bridge. 

The Rock Island will build a five span steel 
and concrete bridge across the South Cana- 
diam river, ten miles south of EI Reno, Okilz., 
which will coat $1,000,000. It will require the 
servicés of 200 men à full year to Complete 
the bridge. The Frisco also is locating a line 
from Oklahoma City south to Hewitt, I. T., 
where it will connect with the Rock Island, 
Work on this line will commence June 1.
